Investigate swift water dam site on Columbia 


In what authorities described as the deepest 
inland diving operation ever attempted, five 
divers associated with Pacific Diving Salvage 
0. of Portland, recently explored the floor 
of Columbia River, 207 ft. below the surface 
bf Big Eddy, three miles east of The Dalles, 
Vre. 
Under contract with U. S. Army Engineers, 
whe divers made 14 descents to determine 
hether the river bed at that point was suit- 
tle for construction of a proposed $260,- 
000,000 dam. They found a solid rock foun- 
vation but reported that the current, even 
ut the bottom of the river, was so swift that 
Dperctions were difficult.

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Missouri Valley Authority opposed 
by Senate Commerce Committee 


Action taken despite testimony of Secretary of Interior 
Ickes that favors formation of valley authorities 


Defeat of the bill now before the 
nate to create a Missouri Valley 
uthority (S. 555) was recommended 
ly this week by the Senate Com- 
sittee on Commerce, following nearly 
o weeks of hearings. The committee 
nsiders that development of the basin 
an best be carried out by existing 
eral agencies.

The committee also recommended 
hat Department of the Interior, which 
means the Bureau of Reclamation, do 
he irrigation work in the basin. In 
taking this view the committee said, 
‘the Flood Control Act of Dec. 22, 
1944, approved a general comprehen- 
sive plan for flood control, irrigation, 
hydro-electric power development, and 
related purposes in the Missouri basin 
and authorized the appropriation of 
400,000,000 for the War and Interior 
departments to prosecute the _ initial 
stages recommended. Coordination of 
the plans of the two departments was 
eflected after lengthy hearings before 
4 subcommittee of the Commerce Com- 
mittee. Sections 5 and 8 of that act 
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established a national policy under 
which the Secretary of the Interior was 
made responsible for the disposal of 
electric energy generated at reservoir 
projects under the control of the War 
Department, and for the utilization of 
water available at such projects for 
irrigation. 

“The River and Harbor Act of March 
2, 1945, adopted a project for the 
improvement of the navigation channel 
of the Missouri River between Sioux 
City and the mouth. Both this act 
and the flood control act provide that 
the use for navigation of waters arising 
in states lying wholly or partly west 
of the 98th Meridian shall not conflict 
with any beneficial consumptive use of 
such waters for domestic. municipal, 
stock watering, irrigation, mining, or 
industrial uses. These authorizations 
provide for the development of the 
water resources of the Missouri valley 
on a comprehensive scale, and at the 
same time protect state and local water 
rights. The projects may be expanded 
to meet future needs as they develop. 
Work on the authorized projects can 
be undertaken as soon as funds are 
made available by Congress. Prosecu- 
tion of these projects will solve the 
water-resource problems of the Mis- 
souri valley.” 


Ickes supports bill 


The committee recommended that 
the Department of the Interior do the 
irrigation work despite the fact that 
Secretary Ickes had testified in favor 
of the bill. He had stated, “I am 
here to advocate the extreme desir- 
ability, and even the necessity, of creat- 
ing not merely a Missouri Valley Au- 
thority, but a series of authorities, for 
the orderly development and conserva- 
tion of the resources of the entire 
nation . . . The success of the TVA 
has convinced me that the theory of 
governmental organization by regions 
rather than by functions is a sound one 
for many aspects of natural-resources 
administration, if wisely used.” 

Mr. Ickes also said, “The Secre- 
tary of Interior in advocating a broad 
pattern for valley authorities, estab- 
lishes that he believes in them so 
firmly that he is willing to take such 
a step as could approach the liquida- 
tion of the Department of the Interior.” 
He qualified this view, however, by 
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adding; “He hopes that you [Congress } 
will not go too far, but he is proposing 
to the Congress that it vest directly 
in the valley authorities much of the 
jurisdiction that has heretofore been 
lodged clearly and exclusively in the 
Secretary of the Interior. Such a re- 
linquishment of power is not in the 
normal Washington tradition, and you 
may accept my report as a measure 
of my fundamental conviction that the 
establisment of valley authorities is 
in the public interest.” 

Before the Senate as a whole may 
begin debate on the bill both the Com- 
mittee on Irrigation and Reclamation 
and the Agriculture Committee must 
hold hearings on the proposal. Since 
each of these organizations is allowed 
60 days for hearings, consideration in 
the Senate may not occur for some 
time. 


Robert C. Post dies, 
construction engineer 


Robert C. Post, 67, of Englewood, 
N. J., president of Post & McCord, New 
York construction 
engineers, died at 
his summer camp 
in New Bruns- 
wick, Canada, on 
May 2. 

Born in Jersey 
Gity;,: N.. 3.5. 08s 
Post was a grand- 
son of Simon Post, 
one of the found- 7 
ers of the Amer- Monarch Studios 
ican Society of Civil Engineers. He was 
graduated from Stevens Institute of 
Technology in 1898 and was one of its 
most active alumni. At his death he 
was chairman of the executive commit- 
tee of the board of trustees and on sev- 
eral occasions he had served as acting 
president of the Institute. 

On leaving college Mr. Post spent 
a year with the United Gas Improve- 
ment Co. in Philadelphia, then a year 
as assistant superintendent of the 
U. G. I. gas works at Atlanta, Ga. He 
was with the American Bridge Company 
from 1899 until 1903, when he joined 
in forming Post & McCord. 

Mr. Post’s firm erected the steel for 
bridges and buildings, including the Em- 
pire State Building, Chrysler Building, 
Radio City, and the Bankers Trust Com- 
pany Building in New York -City, and 
for other large modern structures. 

Mr. Post was president of the Credit 
Association of the Building Trades Asso- 
ciation of New York and a director of 
the American Institute of Steel Con- 
struction. 
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Famous German Triangular Bridge 
Has American G.I. Neighbor 


One day in July, 1930, before the 
Nazis came to power, the Germans held 
a gala celebration in the outskirts of the 
neat little city of Duren to mark the 
opening of a new double-track railroad 
bridge over the Roer River. Not only 
was the structure an important link in 
the main line west from Cologne to the 
Belgian frontier, it was also of un- 
usual type, being of triangular rather

than conventional rectangular cross sec- 
tion. There was much satisfaction in 
this example of German initiative and 
ingenuity, and no time was lost in tell- 
ing the world of the achievement. The 
Duren bridge with its single top chord 
became famous. 

Nearly fifteen years later, having in 
the interim stimulated their sense of 
greatness by an injection of Nazi world-

Earlier triangular bridges 


The Germans were wrong, of cours 
in even assuming that theirs was the 
first triangular bridge, for at least two 
others preceded it by many years. Lo 
cated in Britain, and products of th 
great bridge engineer, Brunel, they wert 
the Chepstow bridge of 1852, much like 
the Duren structure except that the top 
chord was tubular, and the Saltash 
bridge of 1859, also with a tubular top 
chord, but with trusses of lenticula 
shape. The latter structure, too, wa 
of major size, containing two 455-1 
spans. 

These facts, and others relating 
the Duren bridge as given in the captio 
to the accompanying picture, were, how 
ever, of no concern to the officers ani 
men of the 341st Engineer General Sen 
ice Regiment in February, 1945. The 
had arrived at the Roer on the heels 0 
the troops making the crossing on ti 
23rd, two of their number had bea 
killed by a mine while making a reco 
naissance on the 25th, and on the 27 
they went to work with two crawl 
cranes, two welding sets and a bul 
dozer.

Bulldozer men's strike 
halts St. Louis building 


Nearly all construction of a major 
nature in St. Louis and St. Louis County, 
Mo.. was halted at 9 a. m. May 1 by an 
unauthorized strike of the operators of 
bulldozers, members of the AFL Operat- 
ing Engineers’ Local Union No. 513. 
Representatives of the union, however, 
said it was a “shut down” in retaliation 
against a few men who quit work be- 
cause of dissatisfaction with wages. 

Early this week labor conciliators of 
the federal Department of Labor were 
endeavoring to arrange a meeting of all 
parties concerned in the hope of a settle- 
ment. In the meantime all jobs using 
bulldozers are shut down with about 200 
workers affected. including crane and 
dragline men. 

An officer of the Municipal Con- 
tractors’ Association said the contractors 
had refused the men’s demands for an 
increase in their wages from $1.50 to $2 
an hour. Wages negotiations have been 
in progress between the contractors’ 
association, representing 23 contractors, 
and the union. 

The principal projects halted by the 
walkout are the government warehouses 
at 8900 Seuth Broadway, an addition to 
the General Motors Corporation’s 
Chevrolet Division shell plant and 
sewer jobs in McKnight and the Jen- 
nings-Walnut Park Manor sewer dis- 
tricts of St. Louis County. 

William A. O’Connell, business agent 
for the union, said: “There is absolutely 
no strike. A few members of the union 
quit because of certain wage conditions. 
The contractors in retaliation shut down 
all of their jobs before we had an op- 
portunity to discuss the situation.” 

The contractors said that the first 
notification they received from the union 
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of the intention to reopen wage negotia- 
tions came on March 27. A meeting was 
held April 3 at which the contractors 
proposed to request approval from the 
Wage Adjustment Board for the build- 
ing and construction industry, of a rate 
of $1.72%% for bulldozers. They said this 
figure was selected since it was a 15 per- 
cent increase over the $1.50 rate and in 
line with the Little Steel formula. 


Paxton now publisher of 
Engineering News-Record 


Albert E. Paxton, business manager 
since 1937, was appointed publisher of 
Engineering News-Record and Construc- 
tion Methods on May tf. He succeeds 
John Abbink, vice president of the Mc- 
Graw-Hill Publishing Co., Inc., who 
will devote his activity to editorial su- 
pervision of all the McGraw-Hill opera- 
tions, a task to which he has been giving 
increased attention during the past few 
months. 

Mr. Paxton has been associated with 
both editorial and business phases of

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FROM AN EDITOR'S NOTEBOOK 


On the threshold of reconstruction, the Philippine Islands will need 

help for this task from the United States. An outline of our possible 

role is found in these impressions of an engineer officer recently 
returned from Manila. 


San Francisco — “Manila needs 
eerything,” said my friend in uniform, 
iyst returned from a survey of condi- 
tins in the Philippines. “Only parts 
of the city have been totally destroyed 
of course, but such a large percentage 
of essentials must be at least rehabili- 
tated that the city now has a great op- 
portunity in the possibility of an entirely 
new start in city planning and layout.” 

“But.” I said, “nothing much could be 
done until after the war, could it?” “On 
the contrary,” he said, “ it is not a bit 
too early to start right now on the plan- 
ning because there is so much to be 
done and so many decisions to be made 
as to the proper procedure. not to 
mention the working out of the funda- 
mental matter of financing. Altogether 
there would be great advantage in hav- 
ing this preliminary work done and 
blueprints ready by the time shipping 
will be available and there could be 
an actual start on construction. 


Long range program 


“Nothing less than a program laid 
out on the basis of a very broad point 


of view and contemplating unit-by-unit 
development to extend over a_ period 
of years would be adequate. This is an 
enormous undertaking and if properly 
programed it can have a great influ- 
ence on future development in the 
Philippines. 

“There’s an island empire to con- 
jure with.” he went on, warming up to 
the subject, “a country rich in resources 
and of much greater future possibili- 
ties than most people in this country 
realize. After the war the Filipinos 
will be ready to greatly extend develop- 
ment and production. They will need 
our aid in financing. they need the in- 
genuity and initiative of our engineers 
and of our construction industry in get- 
ting started. We, in turn. could well 
afford to pour some of our money avail- 
able for investment, our skilled workers 
and construction equipment into the un- 
dertaking in exchange for an interest 
in the future that lies ahead for a 
country with such vast natural re- 
sources 

“Take Manila starting point: 
Our city planners should first lay the

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groundwork for a great capital city, 
planned according to modern ideas for 
a community that would be suitable as 
the GHQ for the progress and develop- 
ment that lies ahead in the Philippines. 
Because it must include sewers, water 
supply, power, bridges, boulevards and 
buildings, the advance planning to be 
done may have to be divided into two 
phases. First, emergency, or, perhaps 
we should say, temporary provisions, 
such as housing facilities, etc., and, 
then, the long-term ‘permanent’ con- 
struction on the broad-gage scale that 
looks to the great commercial future 
of the Philippines. 

“In the same category as the tem- 
porary housing requirement comes the 
salvage and disposal of the wreckage of 
war. Just the clearing of streets and 
reconstruction of immediate essentials 
to safety and sanitation constitute a 
big order. One item is the harbor. 
There are a great many ships that have 
been left where they were sunk or other- 
wise damaged in Manila Bay. Each of 
these must be examined; some can be 
salvaged, many must be removed from 
the status of ‘menace to navigation.’ 


Can use equipment 


“An enormous amount of construction 
equipment now being used by our forces 
in the Pacific might be diverted. after 
the war, for use in the Philippines. 
Also, if the necessary plans have been 
made by that time it should not be diffi- 
cult ‘to recruit enough skilled construc- 
tion workers in America to get the work 
under way and to train Filipino labor, 
of which there is a good supply. This 
local labor can be trained to operate 
equipment and can acquire skill in 
welding, electrical work, plumbing, car- 
pentry and allied building trades. A\l- 
together Manila presents a challenge. 
Here is a great city (well over half a 
million ‘people before the war) now in 
urgent need of much that only America 
has. The Filipinos know us and it is 
believed that our cooperation in recon- 
struction will be welcomed; it only re- 


mains to reach an understanding with 
Filipino leaders.”—N.A.B. 


Last S. C. toll bridge 
to be freed next year 


South Carolina’s last toll bridge will 
be freed July 1, 1946. It is the 2,650-ft. 
John P. Grace Memorial Bridge over the 
Cooper River at Charleston. Under an 
act signed recently by Governor Ran- 
some J. Williams, the state highway 
department will assume $4,150,000 
worth of bonds issued by Charleston 
County to purchase the bridge from its 
owners, Cooper River Bridge, Inc. The 
bridge was completed in 1929. 
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Billion-dollar airport program 


recommended by Senate committee 


Approves bill providing $500,000,000 of federal aid over 5-yr. 
period to construct 3,000 new fields and to improve existing ones 


A one-billion-dollar postwar airport 
construction program with 50 percent 
of the cost to be met by the federal 
government was. approved last week by 
a subcommittee of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Commerce. Following extensive 
hearings, the committee recommended 
passage in amended form of a bill 
(S. 2) making available $100,000.000 
of federal aid yearly for the first 
five postwar years, this money to be 
matched on a fifty-fifty basis by local 
interests. The Senate expects to start 
debate on the proposal in about two 
weeks. 

The bill up for passage implements 
the recommendations of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration in connection 
with the national airport plan sub- 
mitted to Congress last November. This 
plan (See ENR Dec. 7, 1944, vol. p. 
725 for detailed description) calls for 
construction of 3,050 new airports and 
improvement of 1,625 existing fields at 
an estimated cost of over $1,021,000,000 
for grading, paving, lighting, and radio 
facilities, plus about $230,000,000 for 
land and buildings other than hangars. 

Completion of this work in five years, 
rather than as a 10-year program, was 
favored by the subcommittee. It was 
felt that the five-year schedule would 
be best if the aviation industry is to 
hold its proper place in the postwar 
period. 

The subcommittee has recommended 
a compromise between those advocating 
an airport program on a federal-state 
basis and those supporting a federal- 
city basis, which has been used so suc- 
cessfully in developing this country’s 
airport facilities to date. It was deemed 
undesirable to discard wholly the suc- 
cessful federal-city set-up of the past, 
since obviously it will take some time 
for the states, which have done little 
airport work to date, to secure the 
necessary legislation and financing for 
such a substantial program. At the 
same time the committee was mindful 
of the desirability of the federal gov- 
ernment dealing with the states with re- 
spect to all but the largest airports, and 
making sure that the states may partici- 
pate in the sponsorship of even such 
fields. 


States to build smaller airports 


Therefore, the recommended bill pro- 
vides for an urban program to consist 
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of Class 4 and larger airports, which 
may be sponsored either at the 
municipal level or by state agencies, and 
a state program consisting of Class 3 
and smaller fields. This latter work 
would be handled entirely through the 
state organization, excepting where 
states have no airport agencies. In this 
case municipalities would be allowed to 
sponsor projects under the state pro- 
gram to avoid long delays in getting 
airport construction started on a large 
scale. 

Regarding distribution of the federal 
aid, the amended bill would limit the 
aid to the urban program to 35 percent 
of the total appropriation. This figure 
is a compromise between two proposals, 
one of which would provide a 50 percent 
limitation and the other a 25 percent 
limit. 


Early planning start possible 


A section of the amended bill au- 
thorizes an appropriation of $3,000,000 
to the Civil Aeronautics Administration 
for preliminary planning and surveys. 
There is no provision in the bill to make 
funds available for preliminary plan- 
ning to states and local groups. This 
is an intentional omission on the part 
of the subcommittee, in view of the 
fact that the planning costs of project 
sponsors, whether state or local, will be 
shared by the federal government when 
the project is approved. The $3,000.- 
000 would be made available immedi- 
ately for planning to permit the con- 
struction work to be started as soon as 
the war ends. This planning money 
would be spent in a manner adopted 
in recent postwar highway legislation, 
it is recommended. 

One section of the bill sets up several 
major requirements for eligibility of 
states to participate in the program, 
but in view of the fact that many state 
legislatures may not meet for two years, 
all of these requirements are suspended 
for a period of three years in order that 
all states may have ample time to enact 
the necessary legislation to comply with 
the act. The single eligibility require- 
ment not suspended is that the legisla- 
ture of a state wishing to take part in 
the program shall have assented to the 
provisions of the act. Until the final 
adjournment of the first regular session 
of any state legislature convening after 
approval of the bill, the assent of the 


governor of the state shall be su ficjep;

Long-term reclamation

A $3 billion, federally-sponsored 
reclamation program extending over a 
50-year period was recommended to be 
the most advantageous method for de- 
veloping irrigation in the 17 western 
states by the legislative committee of 
the National Reclamation Association 
meeting recently in Salt Lake City. 

A program of federal control, rather 
than individual state projects, would 
prevent overlapping of plans and cur- 
tail expenses, would receive a continual 
flow of funds from Congress once it had 
been approved, and would employ 
millions of men in a national develop- 
ment, the committee declared. 

The $3 billion should be set aside 
from money marked for flood control 
and harbor development, the commit- 
tee believes. Previously on record as 
opposed to creation of river valley au- 
thorities, the association officials said 
such a program should inclvde de- 
velopment of basins of the Missouri, 
Columbia, Colorado, Arkansas, Rio 
Grande and Brazos Rivers.

John Augur Holabird, 59, head of 
the architectural and engineering firm 
of Holabird & Root, Chicago, died in 
that city May 4 on his 59th birthday.
